RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 
iAJsRD ELECTION OF SPECIES

Dear Sir: 

In this first office action mailed May 24, 2004, the examiner subjected Claims 1 - 20 of the 
application to a restriction requirement. The examiner identifies two distinct species of the claimed 
invention distinguished by their coupling means. Multiple generic claims (Claims 1 - 3, 10 - 11, 15, 
18 and 21) are present, but should none be allowable, the examiner requires election by Applicant of 
a species for prosecution. 

Species 1 is drawn to coupling means that includes a tang for insertion into the butt end of 
a golf club. Claims 4 - 6, 12 - 14, 16 and 19 and Figures 1-4 address this species. 

Species 2 is drawn to coupling means that includes as strap which wraps around the butt of 
a golf club. Claims 7-9, 17 and 20 and Figures 5-7 address this species. 



Applicant elects to prosecute Species 1 in the event no generic claims are held allowable.
